GENERAL SPECIFICATIONS OF OUR 
COAL AND ROCK DRILLS 


The posts are made in 21/4, 3, 314, 4 and 5 foot lengths. This is 
the length of the post sides without the leg. 

The thread bars are 114 inches in diameter. They may be cut 
in the following threads: 6 or 8 square and 8, 10, 12, or 14 V 
(sharp) threads. Bars are double slotted for side gear boxing. 
Bars may be made in either flat or square sockets. 

The boxing is made with the same threads as the thread bar. 

The augers may be had in bevel or square edge with either flat 
or square tang. The hevel edge augers are twisted from the fol- 
lowing sizes of steel: 114, 146, 154, 134. and 2 inch. Square 
edge augers are twisted from 1! inch by %@ inch steel. In some 
cases a malleable socket is riveted on the auger instead of a flat or 
square tang.

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BREAST AUGERS 


The breast auger is a much faster drilling tool than the post or 
erip drill because the feed of the auger is not controlled by the 
pitch of the thread bar, but by the strength and weight the miner 
exerts against the breast plate. 


Genera! Specifications 


The Breast Auger has four parts: The twist, the coupling, the 
crank and the breast plate. 


The twist is measured by length and diameter. There are 4, 5 
and 6 foot twists in each of the following diameters: 114, 114, 1% 
134, and 2 inches. To measure the twist, measure from the bit to 
the last twist. 

There are two kind of cranks: Single (Pattern 300) and Double 
(Pattern 400}. The only dimension of the crank that changes is 
the length of the rod from the bend to the coupling holding the 
twist to the crank. This can be varied to suit the purchaser. 


We illustrate only the one style of breast auger although we 
make all styles.
